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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant argues that their instant frame holds a metal sheet material taut and that Siege! does not teach this 
aspect of the invention. FUrther applicant argues that claim 1 requires "on which legs fixing means, provided on the legs, for fixing each 
one of the opposing edges of a piece of metal sheet material thereto, and that Siege! does not disclose fixing means that fix each one of 
the opposing edges of a piece of metal sheet material to the legs. The examiner disagrees. The prior art of Siegel is capable of performing 
both compression/pushing and pulling of the sheet and since applicants have not set forth structural features to distinguish over the prior 
art of SIEGEL, the apparatus as set forth still is anticipated. Siegels device because of the movable legs can in fact be used to tighten the 
legs of their device to make the sheet or plate tight in its device. The definition of taut is "tight" and therefore the SIEGEL device with the 
same apparatus features does this. The stretch or shrinkage of the sheet using the compensation means can still be accomlished by the 
SIEGEL deice and the spring meember of the compensation means is connected in the same means in the SIEGEL device as in 
applicants instant invention. Applicant further argues that the metal sheet is fixed to each leg individually, so that a tensile force can be 
applied ot the metal sheet . The device of Siegel also holds the metal sheet fixed to each leg individually, therefore this point appears to 
be moot. Applicant appears to have a different view of the term "fixed". THe metal sheet is still "fixed" in place in the SIEGEL device and 
therefore, meets applicants device as set forth. Further applicant is arguing tensile force, which is not even in the claim. Therefore, the 
prior art of SIEGEL as set forth is proper. Applicants amendment to the remaining claims have put these claims in condition for allowance 
and claim 9 is objected to since it is dependent on the remaining rejected claims.
